VACATION WITH FULL PAY. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 6.—The 
board of arbitration, which has been 
considering the dispute between the 
Southern Pacific Company and the Or- 
der of Railroad Telegraphers, handed 
down its decision today, awarding the 
telegraphers 7% per cent. increase in 
pay, and a half day’s work on Sunday, 
or in lieu thereof, a vaction of twenty- 
six days in each year, with full pay. 

The Southern Pacific Company gains 
its contention that the telegraphers 
should not legislate for train dis- 
patchers, and that station agents, 
whdse salary or commissions equal or 
exceed $1300, should be eliminated 
from the agreement between the com- 
pany and the telegraphers.

TROOPS IN READINESS. 


FRANCE IS NOT NAPPING. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 
PARIS, April 6—The commanders of 
the troops composing the garrison of 
Paris are said to have received secret 
instructions this afternoon in view of 
the possibility of a general strike be- 
ing called, to hold themselves subject 
to orders of the commissaries of police. 

The government, fearing that the 
Federation of Labor may make some 
demonstration in sympathy with the 
State employés along the same line as 
in the recent strike of the electricians 
of Paris, does not intend to be caught 
napping.

SEARCHLIGHT (Nev.) April .— 
Freight trains on the recently com- 
pleted Santa Fé branch to Searchlight 
have been coming in in two sections. 
The first days receipts of the railroad 
are said to have been $4000. Passen- 
ger travel is good, though there has 
been no advertising and few on the 
outside have been advised regular 
train service. Mine owne express 
general satisfaction with the tariff 
rate for carrying ore, also as to the 
decreased charges for incoming sup- 
plies.

ROAD CONTROL. 
There is no doubt that a great deal 
of ‘the clamor against railroad and 
other corporations is founded upon 
gross ignorance of the vast subject. 
It has been stirred up largely by 
the army of pestiferous agitators, 
whose radical objection to railroads 
and other corporations is only a frac- 
tional part of their general opposition 
to the possession of wealth, men who 
amass wealth, and the men who create 
wealth. It is a populistic clamor, and 
one which would never be entirely sat- 
isfied until reaching a condition of 


ests would be eliminated from all our 
industries and all personal right to 
property as well. 

The arguments presented by the 
railroad lawyers to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission throw a great 
deal of light upon this whole subject. 
These lawyers are bringing out the 
exact legal status of the railroads, 
the relations of the government with 
the railroads, and the interest of the 
public in then. 

At the same time, of course, these 
lawyers, in presenting their argu- 
ments, are giving an entirely ex parte 
view. They are following the cus- 
toms and the duties of their profes- 
sion in making out the best possible 
case for their clients. It would be 
unreasonable to expect them to do any- 
thing less.

These twenty-eight men live 
in Pittsburgh, and they passed muster 
as to their public careers and private 
lives as far as these are known and 
were put under scrutiny by the com- 
mittee appointed to sift all available 
data and establish the desirable facts.

That, of course, 
more or less impairs. the claims at the 
city, It seems, moreover, that one of 
the Pittsburghers put in the honor 
class is a negro. It is also stated 
that some of the “honor” men whose 
“presence was solicited” could not at- 
tend, but sent regrets. 

One of the speakers, formerly an 
officer in the British army, said: “J 
shall say nothing about the world’s 
unpayable debt to Pittsburgh for whis- 
ky, stogies and patent ‘medicines. In- 

eed, these great products of the ge- 
nius of the district need no orator.
